There  are  in  the  recollec- 
tion of  each,  certain  scenes  of  beauty  or 
of  grandeur,  to  which  the  memory  will 
frequently  revert ;  upon  which  it  dwells 
with  happy  satisfaction,  and  upon  which 
we  learu  to  look  as  eras  in  the  jouruey 
of  life. 

Thus  memory  reverts  with  pleasure  to 
our  first  view  of  the  great  ocean,  in  his 
quiet  slumber,  or  in  his  foaming,  billowy 
wrath. 

I      Memory  delights  to    listen   again,  by 
the  ear  of  imaginiition,  to   the  thunders 
,  of  Niagara.     With  pleasure  we  recall  to 
I  mind  the  widely  extended  and  beautiful- 
I  ly    diversified    landscape,  once    viewed 
from  the  niountiin's  summit;  or  the  rich 
evergreen  verdure,  as    it   first    charmed 
.  the  eye  in  more  sunny  climes;  or,  in  im- 
a^rination,    we     linixcr    attain  among  the 
I  verdant  and  flowery  beauty,  and    inhale 
'  the  perl'utne  of  some  sunny  scene  of  flo- 
ral magn  fi 'ence.     Thus    pleasantly  re- 
verts my  mind  to  the  sunset  in  the  sun- 
set in  the  forest. 

The  sun  of  a  calm,  quiet  Sabbath,  the 
last  in  the  bright  and  beautiful  month  of 
May,  was  sinking  in  the  West,  as  I  walk- 
ed out  to  spend  the  cool,  soft  evening 
hour  of  setting  day,  in  the  adjacent  for- 
est. 

The  mocking-bird  sung  his  ever  vary- 
ing strains  of  happy  song  from  the  broad- 
leafed  fig-i fee's  topmost  branch;  the 
goldfinch  warbled  in  the  pomegranate; 
th«  red-bird  whistled  in  the  myrtle,  and 
the  pretty  little  yellow-bird  chanted  his 
vesper  hynmn  among  the  peach-tree 
sprays. 

On  one  side  of  the  lane  grew  the  ta.s- 
scling  corn,  and  the  green  carpet  of 
spreading  yam  vines ;  while  on  the  oth- 
er, the  serpentine  and  circuitous  rows  of 
grow'ng  cotton  spread  over  many  an  a- 
cre  of  undulating  land.  Emerging  from 
the  lane,  1  entered  the  forest  to  spend 
the  hour  of  sunset  and  twilight  in  quiet 
meditation.  In  the  forest  all  was  calm 
silence.  Not  a  breeze  swayed  the  long 
festoons  of  Spanish  moss,  or  trembled  a- 
mong  the  tall  pine's  highest  tufts. 

But  now,  from  the  western  horizon, 
the  setting  sun,  from  his  throne  of  daz- 
ling  beauty,  began  to  paint  the  land.«cape 
in  rich,  mellow  hue«,  such  as  seldom 
charm  the  eye  of  man.  The  long,  nar- 
row leaves,  and  ihe  brown  cones  of  the 
towering  pines  upon  the  hills,  were  tint- 
ed with  a  beautiful  light  purple;  the 
dark  green  leaves  of  the  magnolia  were 
shaded  with  a  delicate  and  varying  yel- 
low hue,  and  its  great  snow  white  flow- 
ers wore  a  golden  fringe.  The  light 
green  leaves  of  the  bay  and  the  holly, 
lit  up  with  sun.set'8  added  beauty,  con- 
trasted finely  with  the  magnolia  by  their 
side.  The  Cornus  Florida,  and  the  hon-  i 
ey-suckle  glowed  with  the  chromatic 
beauty,  added  to  their  countless  flowers, 
by  the  indiscribable  lustre  of  the  setting 
sun. 

Every  roughness  was  tempered  down 
and  every  beauty  heightened  by  the 
gorgeous  sun«*et;  and  all  the  surround- 
ing forest  of  tall  pines,  and  low  shrub- 
bery, and  climbing  and  trailing  vines, 
and  flowery  trees,  and  shrubs,  and  pend- 
ant moss,  was  illuminated  and  painted 
with  a  grand,  unearthly  beauty,  such  as 
one  might  wish, — but  not  expect, — of- 
ten to  see,  but  never  forget. 

It  was  not  a  hard  stretch  of  imagina- 
tion to  imagine  a  ray  of  heavenly  light 
streaming  through  the  glowing  sun  and 
suffu.sin>i  the  Ian  Escape  w  th  the  inde 
scribable.melluw.  colored  light  that  paint- 
ed and  fr.nged  every  spray  with  radient 
beauty,  and  then  the  rich  gilding  of  beau- 
tiful light,  faded  quietly,  calmly, 

••As  fades  the  twilight  hour  away" 

And  now  what  dazling  beauty  gilds  the 
Western  horizon.

Did  not  some  pen- 
cil of  heavenly  light,  tinge  the  suise;

bout  sixty  feet,  upon  his  back — a  feat  he 
had  performed  in  other  places.  He  start- 
ed with  the  lady  upon  his  back,  and  had 
nearly  finished  his  journey  across.wlthin 
about  four  feet,  when  the  audience  ap- 
plauded the  daring  act,  it  seemingly  being 
completed;  and  the  lady,  in  acknowledg- 
ment for  that  applause,  loosened  her  hold 
upon  her  husband's  neck,  and  waved  her 
hand,  and,on  the  instant  of  doing  so,  lost 
her  balance  an  i  called  to  her  husband  to 
catch  her,  as  she  was  falling.  Ihis  he 
attempted  to  do  and  caught  her  l)y  the 
skirt  of  her  dre.^s,  bnt  tht  frail  fabric 
was  not  of  sufficient  strength  to  sustain

TII£  ARGUS  AGAI^. 

In  reply  to  a  few  suggestions  made  by 
this  paper  in  refereince  to  some  denun- 
ciatory remarks  coneerning  '-Old  Abe" 
which  appeared  in  that  paper  a  short 
time  since,  the  Argus  presents  the  issue 
that  the  President  has  over-ridden  and 
trampled  upon  the  constitution  in  his  ef- 
forts to  quell  the  rebellion. 

That  is  an  allegation  which  must  be 
supported  by  proof.  How  do  you  know 
that  he  has  acted  counter  to  our  para- 
mount law  ?  Your  only  authority  seems 
to  be  that  several  states  have  gone  Dem- 
ocratic, which  is  simply  no  proof  at  all. 
It  simply  proves  that  those  who  are  at 
home  are  politically  oppoaed  to  the  Ad- 
ministration and  vote  against  it  while  the 
army  is  in  favor  of  it  and  fights  for  it. 

We  ask  again  where  is  your  authority 
for  saying  that  the  President  has  broken 
the  constitution  ?  If  the  Argus  has  un- 
dertaken to  'sit'  Judicially  upon  the  acts 
of  the  President  we  demur.  There  are 
tribunals  constituted  fur  the  purpose  of 
deciding  the  constitutionality  of  every 
official  act,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
citizen  to  abide  that  decision.  The  courts 
are  open  and  free  to  all  to  test  the  legal- 
ity of  all  Presidential  edicts,  and  when 
the  highest  tribunal  of  the  Nation  has 
pronounced  against  the  acts  of  the  Ad- 
ministration, the  antecedents  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  are  a  sufficient  guarantee 
that  an  unconstitutional  act  will  not  be 
repeated. 

As  no  Court  of  final  jurisdiction  crea- 
ted by  the  United  States  has  given  any 
decision  relative  to  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation,  we  cannot  conceive  from 
whence  the  Argus  takes  its  authority, 
unle.<s  it  be  from  the  records  of  the 
Shakopee  Lyceum  which  we  understand 
meets  to  raise,  discuss,  and  decide  just 
such  questions  as  are  considered  by  in- 
telligent minds  too  much  of  a  foregone 
conclusion  to  admit  of  argument.  We 
clip  the  following  question  from  the  Ar- 
gus  which  publishes  it  as  the  next  ques- 
tion for  debate. 

JlesoheJ,  ''That  Congress  should  de- 
clare an  armistice,  and  call  a  National 
convention  to  meet  in  Louisville,  or  some 
other  city  of  the  Border  States,  whose 
duty  it  should  be  to  restore  peace  and 
and  union  to  the  once  United  States,  by 
compromise."

Some 
discussion  was  had  i\h  to  the  proper  rules 
to  be  adupted  for  the  government  of  the 
board. 

3Ir  Berry  jidvocated  a  delny  in  the 
passage  of  the  act,  till  we  could  see  what 
rules  had  been  prescribed  in  the  Act  of 
Congress  making  an  appropriation  of 
635l>,000  for  the  adjustment  of  these  ex- 
penses. As  the  general  Government  are 
ultimately  to  pay  these  bills,  it  would  be 
well  that  the  rules  prescribed  by  this  act 
should  conform  to  the  act  of  Congress. 

An  amendment  was  adopted,  in  lieu  of 
the  amendment  proposed  yesterday,  pro- 
viding that  the  Auditors  be  elected  in 
joint  Convention. 

Mr.  Smith  said  if  we  adopted  the  Uni- 
ted States'  rules  for  the  governmont  of 
the  Board,  there  would  never  one  of  the 
claims  be  paid.  It  was  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  red  tape  rules  that  this 
Board  was  proposed. 

The  committee  rose,  reported  progress 
asked  leave  to  sit  again,  and  the  Senate 
adjourned.

3Ir.  Daniels  proposed  that  they  should 
be  paid  three  dollars  per  day. 

3Ir.  Smith  proposed  they  should  have 
five  dollars  per  day.  No  competent  per- 
son could  perform  those  ardurms  duties 
for  the  sum  of  three  dollars  per  day.  He 
was  not  in  favor  of  employing  cheap  doc- 
tors or  cheap  lawyers,  as  experience 
shows  that  those  who  do  employ  them 
generally  lose  money. 

Mr.  Daniels  said  he  presumed  that 
those  who  employed  lawyers  at  all,  gen- 
erally lost  money.

Indianapolis,  Jan- 2'J.—[n  the  House, 
Brown,  of  AVells  County,  has  introduced 
resolutions  demanding  that  Congress  shall 
provide  for  a  convention  of  States  ;and 
in  case  of  failing  to  do  so,  (he  sovereign 
State  of  Indiana  invite  every  Federal 
and  Confederate  State  in  the  Union  to 
meet  delegates  frnm  Indiana  at  Nash- 
ville, on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1863. 
The  delegates  from  this  State  are  to  be 
allowed  five  dollars  per  day  and  mileage 
out  of  the  State  Treasury. 

It  is  regarded  as  a  scheme  to  get  In- 
diana out  of  the  Union,  and  a  part  of  the 
Northwestern  Confederacy  plan:  or  to 
unite  the  AVest  with  the  South. 

Judge  Smith  of  the  XL  S.  Court  to 
day  sentenced  the  treasury  note  counter- 
feiters to  twentyfour  years  and  five 
mouths  imprisonment. 

Indianapolis,  Feb.  2.— On  last  Fri- 
day a  s((uad  of  soldiers  went  to  Waverly 
in  this  State  to  arrest  deserters.  They 
were  fired  upon  by  the  citizens,  and 
were  informed  the  deserters  woidd  be 
protected.

From  Tennessee.

TII£  ARGUS  AGAIX. 

In  reply  to  a  few  suggestions  made  by 
this  paper  in  refereince  to  some  denun- 
ciatory remarks  coneerning  ''Old  Abe" 
which  appeared  in  that  paper  a  short 
time  since,  the  Argus  presents  the  issue 
that  the  President  has  over-ridden  and 
trampled  up>on  the  constitution  in  his  ef- 
forts to  quell  the  rebellion. 

That  is  an  allegation  which  must  be 
supported  by  proof.  How  do  you  know 
that  he  has  acted  counter  to  our  para- 
mount law?  Your  only  authority  seems 
to  be  that  several  states  have  gone  Dem- 
ocratic, which  is  simply  no  proof  at  all. 
It  simply  proves  that  those  who  are  at 
home  are  politically  opposed  to  the  Ad- 
ministration and  vote  against  it  while  the 
army  is  in  favor  of  it  and  fights  for  it. 

AVe  ask  aijain  where  is  your  authority 
for  saying  that  the  President  has  broken 
the  constitution  ?  If  the  Argus  has  un- 
dertaken to  'sit'  Judicially  upon  the  acts 
of  the  President  we  demur.  There  are 
tribunals  constituted  for  the  purpose  of 
deciding  the  constitutionality  of  every 
official  act,  and  it  is  the  duty  of  every 
citizen  to  abide  that  decision.  The  courts 
are  open  and  free  to  all  to  test  the  legal- 
ity of  all  Presidential  edicts,  and  when 
the  highest  tribunal  of  the  Nation  has 
pronounced  against  the  acts  of  the  Ad- 
ministration, the  antecedents  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  are  a  sufficient  guarantee 
that  an  unconstitutional  act  will  not  be 
repeated. 

As  no  Court  of  fiual  jurisdiction  crea- 
ted by  the  United  States  has  given  any 
decision  relative  to  the  Emancipation 
Proclamation,  we  cannot  conceive  from 
whence  the  Argus  takes  its  authoritv, 
unless  it  be  from  the  records  of  the 
Shakopee  Lyceum  which  we  understand 
meets  to  raise,  discuss,  and  decide  just 
such  questions  as  are  considered  by  in- 
telligent uiinds  too  much  of  a  foregone 
conclusion  to  admit  of  argument.  We 
clip  the  following  question  from  the  Ar- 
gus which  publishes  it  as  the  next  ques- 
tion for  debate.

KOAllD  OF   AUDITORS. 

In  Committee  of  the  Whole  the  Pen- 
ato  again  had  under  consideration  the 
bill  creating  a  special  Board  of  Auditors 
for  the  adjustment  of  war  claims.  Some 
discusbion  was  had  as  to  the  proper  rules 
to  be  adopted  for  the  government  of  the 
board.

An  amendment  was  adopted,  in  lieu  of 
the  amendment  proposed  yesterday,  pro- 
viding that  the  Auditors  be  elected  in 
joint  Convention. 

Mr.  Smith  said  if  we  adopted  the  Uni- 
ted States'  rules  for  the  government  of 
the  Board,  there  would  never  one  of  the 
claims  be  paid.  It  was  for  the  purpose 
of  avoiding  red  tape  rules  that  this 
Board  was  proposed. 

The  committee  rose,  reported  progress 
asked  leave  to  sit  again,  and  the  Senate 
adjourned.

CHAPTER  I. 

From  the  St.  Paul  Press. 

The  nineteenth  day  of  August,  1 862 
dawned  on  me  full  of  hope  and  happi- 
ness It  was  the  24th  anniversary  of 
my  birth;  but  before  its  close  it  proved 
to  be  the  saddest  day  of  my  life.  News 
of  the  war  which  broke  out  at  the  Lower 
Agency  on  the  l8th  did  not  reach  Lac- 
qui-parle  until  the  Jnext  day.  Then  it 
came  with  fearful  suddenness  and  fear- 
ful reality. 

On  the  afternoon  of  that  day,  three  In- 
dians from  Red  Iron's  village    came   in, 
each  carrying  a  gun.     They  were    quit^ 
friendly  and  talkitive, seeming  very  much 
interested  in  the  sewing   machine  Julia 
was  using,  and  asked  a  great  many  ques- 
tions about  it.    About  four  o'clock  Amos 
came   home  from  the   field.     Then    the 
Indians  went   out ;    and   soon  after,  we 
heard  the   report  of  two  guns.     The  In- 
dians   rushed    in,    looking  so  wild  and 
frightened,    that   my  first  thought    was 
,  that  the  Chippewas  were    upon  them.— 
They  said  to  us,  '^Go  out,   go  out;   you 
shall  live— but  go   out.     Take    nothing 
with  you."     When  I  went  out,  the  oxen 
my  husband  had  been  driving,were  stand- 
ing at  the  side  of    the  house,  and  near 
them,   was  Julia,  on  her  knees,  bending 
over  his  motionless   body.     She    looked 
up  and  said :  ^Oh,  Josephine,  Josiphene !' 
Oh,  what  an  ocean  of  grief  swept  over 
me  then,  for  I  saw  that  he  was  dead!  A 
ball  had  entered   his  back,  and,  passing 
through  his  body,   had  killed  him   in- 
stantly. 

We  were  driven  away,  Julia  and  I. — 
We  ran  over  to  De  Cota's.     Julia   went 
first,  carrying  Letta.     I  staid  behind  un- 
til I  saw  they  were  really  going  to  shoot 
me.     Then,    after    hastily   spreading  a 
lounge  cover  that  I  had  been  sewing  on, 
and  had  carried  out    with  me,   over  the 
lifeless  form  of  my  dear  one,  I  fled  with 
Charlie  in   my   arms.     When  I  reached 
De  Cota's,  he  and  his  wife  were  starting 
back  with  Julia.     I  wanted  to  go  with 
them ;  but  they  thought  it  would  not  be 
safe.     I  knew  Julia  would   sec  that  ev- 
erything   which    it   was  possible   to  do 
should  be  done ;  so  I  yielded  to  their  judg- 
ment. 

Mr.  De  Cota  came  home  shortly.  1 
asked  him  if  he  could  not  take  us  to  the 
Yellow  Medicine.  He  said  that  he  would 
be  killed  on  the  road.  I  then  suggested 
that  he  take  us  across  the  river,  and  go 
across  the  country  to  the  white  settle- 
ments. He  answered  that  perhaps  he 
would  start  to  the  lied  River    the   next 

day. 

When  Julia  returned,  she  told  me 
that  Walking  Spirit  and  others  had  bur- 
ied Amos.  The  old  chief  was  full  of 
sorrow ,and  said  that  if  he  had  been  there 
they  should  have  killed  him  before  they 
could  have  killed  Mr.  Huggins. 

Our  house  was  full  of  plunderers.  In- 
dians, from  the  Lac-qui-parle  villages, 
were  there,  as  well  as  the  murderers . — 
Julia  went  in,  and  was  able  to  get  a  few 
things,  which  afterwards  proved  valua- 
ble ta  me. 

It  was  thought  we  would  be  safer  at 
Walking  Spirit's  than  at  De  Cota's  :  so 
we  went  over  in  the  evening.  Mrs.  De- 
Cota  intended  to  go  with  us,  but  her 
husband  prevented  it,  probably  think- 
ing he  would  not  be  safe  if  she  left  him. 
She  sent  herjbrother,  Blue  Lightening, 
with  us.  He  did  not  offer  to  carry  eith- 
er of  the  children. 

We  had  not  gone  far   before    Ke-yoo- 
kan-pe  came  up  to  us,  and  taking   Char- 
lie out  of  my  arms,  carried  him  until  we 
reached  the  village.    As  we  passed  thro' 
it  a  great    many    women    came  out  to 
shake   hands  with  me.     Some  of  them 
laid  their  hands   on    their    mouth   and 
groaned.     The  men  paid  no  attention  to 
me.     When  we  reached  the  chiefs  house 
he    received    us  kindly,  shaking  hands 
with  me   and  with    the   children.     His 
wife  hurried  to  spread  a  buffalo  robe  at 
the  farther  end  of  the  room  for  us  to  sit 
on.     All  the  time  that  I  was  with  Walk- 
ino-  Spirit  my  seat  was,  whether  in  a  tent 
or^in  a  house,  at  the  end   farthest   from 
the  door — the  most  honorable  place.  We 
slept  on  the  robe,   but    were   furnished 
with  pillows  by  the  chiefs   wife,   one  of 
which  I  recognized  as  having  been  mine. 
She  gave  me  several  other  articles  which 
had  been  mine. 

There  was  a  great  deal  of  noise  in  the 
village  during  the  night,  loud  talking, 
singing  and  yelling,  but  the  children 
slept  soundly,  not  realizing  what  had  be- 
fallen them,  nor  the  dangers  before  them

ed  Charlie  as  far  as  Ijame  Bear's  village 
as  we  passed  through  it  I  saw  a  great 
deal  cf  fresh  beef  hanging  up  to  dry. — 
My  husband's  writing  desk  was  there ; 
also  many  of  our  chairs.  I  saw  Indian 
children  dressed  in  my  children's  clothes. 
I  could  hardly  bear   these   reminders  of 


could  he  would  take  me  to  ray 
below.  My  poor,  weary,  anxious 
felt  comforted.  This  old  man  was  my 
friend  and  protector.  I  could  here  find 
something  like  rest  and  security. 

For  the  next  six  weeks  I  found  a  home 
in  Walking  Spirit's  family.  True,  I  was

from  me.  I  did  not,  however,  see  any 
Indians  that  I  knew,  except  "Old  Fuss." 
He  shook  hands  with  me  and  made  a 
speech,  of  which  I  understood  nothing 
but  Amos'  name. 

Wc  staid  at  Longee's  until  Friday ,and 
had  a  quiet,  lonely  time.  We  saw  no  In- 
dians while  there,  except  the  woman  who 
packed  Letta  over.     She   staid  with  us 
all  the   time.     Julia  and  I  were  in  con- 
stant alarm.     Longee  and  a  Frenchman 
always  slept  with  their  guns  beside  them 
in  readiness  for  use,    or    staid    outside 
watching.     Thursday,  Mr.  Longee  went 
over  to  the  village,    and   brought   back 
dreadful  accounts  of  the  war  below.     It 
was   reported  that  the   missionaries  and 
the  whites  at  both  Agencies  were  killed. 
Oh !  what  a  day  that    was — full  of  grief 
anxiety  and  surprise.     Julia  had   saved 
two  j)ocket  Bibles  from  the  hands  of  the 
plundeaers.     One  of  them  was  my   hus- 
band's.    How  precious  it  was   to  me  ! — 
Precious  for  the  sake  of  him   who   had 
once   pondered   its  sacred  pages,  as  well 
as  tor  the  blessed  teachings,  and  glorious 
promises  it  contained. 

In  the  evening  Julia's  brother  came 
up  from  below,  dressed  like  an  Indian. 
He  said  he  had  come  for  her,  and  that 
if  she  put  on  the  Indian  dress  and  staid 
with  him,  she  would  be  safe,  but  that  it 
would  not  be  prudent  for  me  to  accom- 
pany them.  Mr.  De  Cota  was  there,  and 
invfted  me  to  live  in  his  family.  It  was 
decided  that  I  should  do  so. 

A  white  man,  who  had  escaped  from 
Big  Stone  Lake,  came  in  that  night.  Mr. 
Lonf^ee  gave  him  a  pair  of  moccasins  and 
some  food.  Every  one  advised  the  Freuc- 
man  to  go  with  him,  but  he  refused  to 
do  to.  After  a  few  weeks  he  went  with 
Mr.  Longee  to  Red  River. 

Friday  morning  Julia  left  me.  She 
had  been  my  comforter,  my  adviser,  my 
hel])  in  all  my  troubles.  Now  I  was  left 
alone.  I  realized  more  than  ever  my 
need  of  strength  and  fortitude,  and  pray- 
ed that  I  might  be  prepared  for  what- 
ever I  might  pass  through. 

After  Julia  had  gone,  Mr.  Longee  and 
I  started   to    Walking  Spirit's   village. 
We  went    on  horseback,    carrying   the 
children.     How  I  suffered  with  fear  as 
we  trotted  along  through  the  woods.     It 
seemed  as  if  every  tree  hid  some  skulk- 
ing foe  ready  to  spring  out  and  murder 
us.     When  we  reached  Lame  Bear's  vil- 
lage, Longee  thought  it  best  not  to  go 
any  further,  as  there  were  a  good  many 
men  about,  and  we  should  be  noticed  on 
horseback.     After  finding  an  Indian  wo- 
nan  to  go  with  me,  and  pack  Letta,  he 
bade  me  good  bye.     I  carried  Charlie  in 
my  arms,  and  as  I  had  eaten  nothing  that 
day  I  felt  faint  and  sick.     As  we  were 
passing  through  the  village  a  woman  call- 
ed after  me.     I  looked  around  and  then 
went  on.      She  ran  after  me,  and  finally 
made  me  understand  that  she  wished  me 
to  go  to  her  house  and   eat.     I  told  her 
as  well  as   I  could  that   I  was  going  to 
Walking  Spirit's   and  would  eat  there. 
She  seemed  sati>fi3d  and   went  back. — 
Presently   another    woman   hailed   me. 
When  she  came  up  she  took  Charlie  and 
pwthimon   her  back,  motioning   tome 
that  she  would  go  with  us.     On  our  way 
W(;  saw  three  or  four  men  resting  on  the 
grass  a  little  distance  from  the  roadside. 
I  felt  afraid  of  them  and  hid  as  well  as  I 
could  behind  two  women  until  we  were 
fairly  passed.     When  we  came  tothe  strip 
ol' woods  that  lies  betweenthe  two  villag- 
es, the  women  were  afraid  of  something 
I  know  not  what.     They  told  me  to  go 
b<;fore  so  I  led  the    way  with  fear  and 
trembling.      When  I  reached  De  Cota's 
Mrs.  De   Cota.   who  was  standing   out- 
side of  the  tent,  motioned  to  me  and  told 
me  to  go  to  the  cbief's  house.     What  did 
it  mean  ?     Did  they  not  invite  me  there? 
Mr.  De  Cota  was  sitting  near  by,  but  as 
he  did  not  look  at  me  I  passed  on  with- 
out speaking.     I  felt  so  hurt— so  much 
di.sappointed!     What  should   I  do   if  I 
received  as  cold  a  reception  at  Walking- 
Spirit's?     How  thankful  I   was  when  I 
went  in  and  met  a  kind  welcome  from 
the  chiefs  wife.     Here  I  found  food  and 


or  ask  for  anything ;  but  she  seemed  to 
understand  how  I  felt,  and  kindly,  even 
tenderly  supplied  my  wants.  Walking- 
Spirit  was  not  at  home  and  did  nottc(tnte 

home   until  several   days  afterwards. —  i  some  thoughts,  and  make  the  best  of  what 
Whea ie  came  and  saw   me,  his  cheery  j  j  ^^d. 

AVhen  I  first  went  to  Walking  Spirit's 
I  was  perplexed  to  know  what  to   wash 
in.    They  had  neither  washbasin  nor  tub. 
Seeing  my   difficulty,   the    chiefs   wife 
Vent  to  one  of  the  neighbors  and  brotght 
home  the  half  of  a   powder   keg,  which 
she  gave  me.     This  I  found  a  great  con- 
venience as  long  as  I  staid  there.    When 
I  wanted  to  wash  my  children's   clothes 
I  cleaned  out  and  used  an  old  iron  heat- 
er that  was  used  as  a  dog's  dish.     Some- 
times  I  had  soap  and  sometimes   I  had 
none.     Once  or  twice   the  ^chief  s   wife 
borrowed  a  tub  and    washboard    for   me 
from  the  Frenchman's  wife,  that  lived  in 
the   village.     The   washboard   was   one 
that  had  been  mine.     I  was  thankful  to 
get  clean  clothes  for  myself  and  children 
though  they  were  unironed. 

The  Indian  dress  that  De  Cota  had 
promised  me  I  never  got.  I  wore  my 
own  clothes  all  the  time.  There  were  » 
good  many  articles  of  clothing  given  to 
me  while  I  was  in  the  village,  most  of 
those  things  that  had  been  plundered 
from  our  house.  I  never  asked  for  any- 
thing, though  I  frequently  saw  some  of 
my  things  that  I  and  my  children  really 
needed  worn  by  the  Indian  women  and 
their  children.  Sometimes  I  saw  Indian 
men  wearing  aeticlesof  clothing  that  had 


the  home  which  had  been  so  crually  torn    a  captive,  in  an  enemy's   country,   long- 
ing for  deliverance— subject  to  many  in- 


conveniences, many  hardships — ^but  the 
chief  and  his  wife  were  kind  to  me,  and 
made  my  troubles  as  light  as  possible.— 
Here  1  learned  patience.  Here  I  gain- 
ed strength  and  courage.  My  husband's 
Bible  was  my  daily  companion,  and  I  felt 
that  God,  as  a  loving  Father,  was  ever 
watching  over  me  and  my  fatherless  lit- 
tle ones. 

Walking- Spirit's  family  consisted  of 
himself  and  wife,  and  his  wife's  mother 
and  one  son,  Na-ho-ton-ma-nc,  a  boy  14 
or  15  years  old.  These  with  myself  and 
children,  made  a  family  of  seven.  Be- 
sides the  chief  had  children  and  grand- 
children in  the  villiage,  who  were  in  to 
see  us  so  often  as  to  form  a  part  of  the 
same  family.  We  had  also  many  other 
visitors.  If  they  spoke  to  me  at  all,  it 
was  with  kindness  and  respect.  They 
frequently  said,  "the  white  woman  feels 
sad ;  I  want  to  shake  hands  with  her." 

I  soon  learned  to  adopt  myself  to  the 
life  and  circumstances  about  me,  and 
make  one  in  the  society  in  which  I  lived. 
I  always  tried  to  be  cheerful  and  pleas- 
ant to  others,  and  in  so  doing,  found  en- 
joyment and  even  happiness  myself.  I 
assisted  the  chiefs  wife  in  sewing,  cook-

ing  and  bringing  water  from  the  brook.  I 
was  seldom  asked  to  do  anything,  but 
did  what  I  chose  to  do. 

The  chief  and  his  wife  never  seemed 
displeased  with  me  but  once.  Then  I 
had  gone  over  to  Sacred  Nest's,  and  had 
stayed  nearly  all  day.  When  I  went 
back  the  chief  said  that  I  did  not  do 
right  to  go  away  and  stay  so  long — that 
it  was  good  for  me  to  stay  in  his  house. 
His  wife  remarked  that  the  Sissitonwans 
would  come  down,  and  they  might  kill 
me  if  I  did  not  stay  there.  After  that 
I  did  not  go  to  the  neighbors'  tepees  un- 
less I  was  sent  for  to  eat,  and  then  I  did 

not  stay  long.  n    •^    e 

The  children,  who  were  not  afraid  of 
any  one,  were  petted  and  caressed,  Letta 
was  taught  to  call  the  chief  grandfather, 
and  his  wife  "grandmother.  The  chiefs 
son  she  callea  uncle. 

One  day,  a  few  weeks  after,  I  went 
there,  the  chiefs  wife's  brother  came  m 
bringing  a  frenchman,  who  spoke  some 
EngTish,  for  interpreter,  and  asked  me  if 
I  w'ould  not  give  him  one  of  my  children. 
He  said  he  lived  up  north  ;  that  he  had 
no  children ;  and  if  I  would  give  him  one 
of  mine  he  would  keep  it  as  his  own  child. 
I  saw  that  the  man  was  really  in  earnest, 
and  I  answered  very  decidedly,  "No ;  I 
cannot  give  either  of  them  to  any  one. 
After  waiting  a  few  minutes,  I  said,— 
"What  is  he  going  to  do  about  it — what 
does  he  say  V  The  Frenchman  replied, 
"He  will  not  take  them  if  you  not 
give  them  to  him."  The  chief  was  in, 
and  I  thought  perhaps  this  was  his  an- 
swer instead  of  the  other  man's. 

They  talked  some  time  with  the  chief 
but  did  not  say    anything  more  to   me. 
Afterwards  the  old  woman   seemed   dis- 
pleased about  it.     She  said,  "I  thought 
you  would  have  given  Letta  to  him,  but 
you  did    not."     She   had   often   before 
asked  me  something  about   Letta,  which 
I  did  not  understand.     I  now  know  that 
she  had  wanted  me  to   give  her   to  her 
son.     She    never   forgave   this   offence, 
but  often  reminded  me  of  it.     She   had 
loved  both  the  children  very   much   be- 
fore this,  but  now  she  treated  them  with 
great   indifference,  and   sometimes  was 
quite  cross  to  them.     I  did  not   pay  any 
attention  to  this,  and  so  we  had  no  quar- 
rels.    But  I  was  very  much   afraid   my 
children  would  be  stolen.     I  was   afraid 
to  leave  them  with  the  old  woman  when 
I  went  for  water,  as  I   had   often   done 
before.     I  was  afraid  to  see  them  packed 
around  by   the  Indian   women,   as  they 
often  were.     And  at  night  I   was  af^raid 
they  would  be  taken  from   mc   while  I 

slept.  . 

Indian  living  did  not  agree  with  Char- 
lie. It  was  not  long  before  he  became 
quite  unwell,  and  he  did  not  regain  his 
health  during  our  stay  with  the  Indians. 
For  many  days  together  we  had  no  bread. 
We  lived  mostly  on  corn  and  potatoes,  of 
1  which  we  had  plenty.  Sometimes  we  had 
be«f  and  sometimes  dog  meat.  Once  in  a 


belonged  to  Mr.  Huggins. 

Sacred  Nest  and  wife  were  out  on  a 
buffalo  hunt  when  I  went  to  the  village 
and  did  not  come  home  for  a  week  or  two 
afterwards.  When  they  come  to  soe  me 
I  felt  that  I  had  met  with  loving,  sympa- 
thizing friends.  They  sat  down  and 
wept  with  me.  Letta  was  oveiyojed  at 
seeing  again  her  Indian  mother,  as  she 
called  Sacred  Nest's  wife.  She  took  her 
in  her  arms,  and  stroked  her  and  said ; 
"Poor  thing — poor  thing!"  Sacred 
Nest  said  to  me,  "It  is  hard, very  hard." 
And  then  he  said,  "God  is  good,  though 
all  men  are  bad.  With  him  it  is  light, 
though  all  was  dark  here."  The  same 
day  they  sent  for  us  to  eat  with  them. 
When  we  came  away  they  ga^»e  Letta  as 
much  buffalo  meat  as  she  could  carry 
homo. 

Sabbath  days  in  our  village  were  very 
much  like  other  days.     I  tried    to   keep 
the  time  and  remember  the  Safebath,  but 
I  found  afterwards,  that  I  had  got   one 
day  behind  the   time.     I  do  not   know 
how  many  Mondays  I  kept  for    Sunday. 
One  day  the  chiefs  wife  called  me  out 
to  see  something.     On  the  road,  coming 
down  from  the  north,  was  a  great   com- 
pany of  Indians.     The  women  of  the  vil- 
lage gathered  around  me  and  told  me  I 
must  stay  in  the  house  very  closely  while 
they  were  going   past — that  I  must  not 
let  them  see  me.     I  went  into  the  house 
but  presently  the  chiefs   wife  came  and 
hurried  me  into  the  tent  that   stood   by, 
and  told   me  to  be    very   quiet — that   I 
must  not  let  the   children   cry   or  evca 
talk  aloud.     The  northerners  were  com- 
ing right  to  the   village.     I  could   see  a 
great  many  warriors  on  horseback,   many 
carts,  and  a  great  many  peoiple   on   foot 
It  looked  to  me  like  a  very  great  multi- 
tute.     I  almost  smothered  the    children 
trying  to  keep  them  still,  for  they  would 
talk  and  cry   to  go  out.      I   frightened 
them  into  something   like   quietude,  by 
telling  them  that  there  were  wicked  men 
out  there,  who  would  hurt  them. 

On,  on,  came  the  host,  right  past  where 
we  were,  and  then  stopped  a   little  dis- 
tance off.     The  children  were  frightened 
into  silence  by  the  noise  they  made.     I 
could  look  out  ofaholein  the  tent  and  see 
almost  as  well  as  if  I  had  been  on  the  out- 
side  There  were  very  few  women  among 
them — I  think  not  more  than  one  woman 
to  six  men.     There  was  great  excitement 
in  the  village  ;  men,  woman  and  children 
were  running  about   as  if  they  did    not 
know  what  to  do.     Many  of  them   were 
preparing  and  carrying  food    to  our  for- 
midable visitors.     I  think   the    Indians 
were  frightened  as  well  as  myself     The 
warriors  galloped  about    as   if  to   show 
themselves,  frequently   firing   off  guns. 
Then  I  heard  one  chiefs  voice  sounding 
loud  above  all  others.     I  could  see  him. 
He  was  holding  his  head  high,  walking 
slowly  back  and  forth,  making  a  speech. 
I  wondered  what  he  was  talking   about, 
but  I  understood  nothing.     Before  noon 
they  were  gone,  and  our    village  was  a- 


gain  quiet.

H.  Yeat- 
man,  special  agent  of  the  Treasury  De- 
partment, to-day  seized  108  bales  and  37 
bags  of  cotton,  brought  up  Jjfrom  below 
Helena,  in  violation  of  special  orders. 
The  cotton  is  said  to  be  the  property  of 
Campton  k  Ranger,  but  rumor  says  that 
high  military  authorities  are  part  own- 
er's and  Gen  Gorman's  name  is  mentioned 
in  this  connection.

New  York,  Feb.  10. — The  steamer 
NorthjStar,  from  New  Orleans  on  ^e  30th, 
arrived  this  morning. 

Off  Woodlands,  last  evening,  she  ran 
into  the  steamer  Ella  Warley,  crushing 
the  Warley's  boilers.  She  sunk  immed- 
iately.

— The'Legislature 
pased  the  resolutions  to-day,  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  a  commission  to 
meet  delegates  from  the  Legislatures  of 
Pennsylvania,  Indiana,  Illinois  and  New 
York,  on  the  16th  of  March,  at  Louisville 
to  obtain  an  armistice  and  consider  pro- 
positions for  re-union. 

FroD^  the  Sontta-Tvest. 

Memphis,  Feb.  7,  via  Cairo,  Feb.  9. 

Gen.  Jerry  C.  Sullivan,  in  command 
at  Jackson,  Tennessee,  has  prohibited  the 
circulation  of  the  secesh  Chicago  Times 
within  the  lines  of  his  district. 

The  steamer  Glide   has   been  burned 
between  Memphis  and  Cairo. 
Frona  Cincinnati. 

Cincinnati,  Feb.  9. — Gen.  Wright 
has  definite  intelligence  that  Morgan  has 
retired  to  Tennessee,  owing  to  the  defeat 
of  Forest,  on  the  Cumberland,  at  Fort 
Donelson. 

Gen.  Pope  left  here  this  morning,  for 
the  Department  of  Ithe  Northwest,  the 
head-quarters  of  wnich  are  at  Milwau- 
kee. 

The  enemy  have  all  dispersed  from 
Rosecrans'  rear,  and  an  important  Feder- 
al expedition  is,  in  fact,  in  the  rear  of  the 
rebels. 

Paymasters  are  this  week  busily   em- 
ployed in  paying  off  our    troops   in   the 
Department  of  the  Cumberland. 
From  Ticksbnrp. 

Cairo,  Feb.  9. — An  expedition  from 
the  fleet  at  Vicksburg  has  started  up 
the  Yazoo  river  to  reconnoiter  and  as- 
certain if  any  rebel  gunboats  are  up  in 
that  region. 

Western  Tennessee  is  full  of  small 
parties  of  guerrillas,  prowling  about. 
Every  day  some  of  them  are  nabbed  by 
our  cavalry,  and  brought  in. 

The  gunboat,  Juliette,  Capt.  Shaw'ar- 
rived  from  the  fleet  to-day. 

On  the  3d  the  Juliette  went  to  Point 
Sheks,  captured  210  contrabands,  300 
bales  of  cotton,  two  persons  implicated  in 
buying  Steamboats,  and  brought  away 
two  families  of  refugees. 

Attack  ou  Fort  Mr-Allister  Re- 
newed* 

New  York,  Feb.  10.— The  Port  Roy- 
al correspondent   of  the    Times,  says  the 
attack  by  the  Moutauk  and  the  gunboats 
i  ScrwH.  Vrissahivkon.andDawD.  assisted 


by  the  mortar  steamer  C.  P.  Williams, 
upon  Fort  McAllister  on  the  Ogeshee  riv- 
er, Georgia,  was  resumed  on  Sunday 
morning,  but  I  have  not  been  able  to  as- 
certain that  much  progress  was  made  in 
reducing  the  fortifications. 

Under  the  guidance  af  a  negro  pilot, 
who  had  escaped  from  the  Nashville,  the 
Montauk  was  taken  early  in  the  morning 
to  a  point  within  six  hundred  yards  of 
the  batt«ry,  commencing  work  at  once, 
and  continued  the  bombardment  until  12 
o'clock  P.  M.,  when  the  rebel  fire  com- 
pelled her  to  retire.  She  was  unable  to 
breach  the  work  in  consequence  of  the 
immense  thickness  of  the  embankment,  it 
being  nearly  thirty  feet  thick. 

The  Montauk  was  struck  forty-six 
times,  and  receivednoother  damage  than 
the  starting  of  six  bolts  in  the  pilot  house 
by  a  rifle  shot,  and  shattering  her  smoke 
stack.  Other  vessel*  took  positions  at 
long  range,  and  kept  up  a  steady  fire 
until  signals  were  given  by  Capt.  Wor- 
den  to  cease.  The  Seneca  and  mortar 
each  received  one  shot  from  the  battery 
but  neither  vessel  nor  men  were  injur- 
ed. 

In  view  of  more  important  service  re- 
quiring the  Montauk  elsewhere,  I  should 
not  be  surprised  if  the  attack  on  Fort 
McAllister  be  relinquished  for  the  pres- 
ent. 

Tlie  Cliarleston  Disaster. 

Special  dispatches  received  at  Wash- 
ington, from  Com.  Dupont,  regarding  the 
recent  naval  engage  ment  near  Charleston 
rob  it  of  the  magnificent  proportions  it 
received  from  the  rebel  telegrams  sent 
to  the  N.  Y.  Herald.  The  Mercedita 
and  Keystone  were  the  only  two  vessels 
injured  though  other  vessels  of  the 
squadron  were  struck  by  the  enemy's 
shot. 

The  officers  and  crew  of  the  Mercidita 
were  paroled,  but  nothing  was  said  about 
the  vessels  which,  together  with  the 
Keystone,  are  repairing  at  Port  Royal. 
The  rams  came  upon  the  fleet  during  a 
thick  fog.  and  were  not  seen  until  nearly 
alonj;  side  the  Mercidita.  The  ram  be- 
ing  so  low  in  the  water,the  Mercidita  was 
unable  to  bring  a  gun  to  bear  on  her.  and 
<Joni?6qucntly  was  disabled  by  the  first  shot 
of  the  formidable  ram.  which  passed  clear 
through  her,  and  exploding  her  steam 
drum,  deprived  her  of  the  power  of  mo- 
tion, killing  the  gunner,  and  scalding  a 
number  of  the  crew.  The  ram  after  be- 
ing detained  half  an  our  by  the  Mercid- 
ita, started  for  the  Keystone,  and  soon 
disabled  1  e -by  a. «hot  through  both  steam 
chests.  Ten  rifle  shells  struck  her,  and 
two  burst  on  the  quarter-deck.  The  Hou- 
satonic  gave  chase,  and  a  shot  she  fired 
struck  the  pilot  house  of  the  ram,  doing, 
it  is  thought,  some  damage,  and  carrying 
away  her  flag.  The  rebel  vessels  then 
passed  northward,  and  took  refuge  in  the 
Swash  channel.  About  one-fourth  of  the 
crew  of  the  Keystone  were  killed  and 
wounded.  Most  of  them  died  from  the 
effects  of  the  escaping  steam. 

News  of  a  later  date  relieves  us  from 
any  anxiety  in  reference  to  the  breaking 
of  the  blockade  at  that  place.  Our  ves- 
sels which  frequently  sail  out  quite  a 
distance  from  the  Port  during  the  dav. 
came  in  as  usual  at  nicht,  and  the  block- 
ade  is  as  effectual  as  ever. — Ed, 

From  Wusliington. 

Washington,  Feb.  9. — The  fact  tha 
a  Britifch  man-of-war  had  touched  at 
Charleston,  arid  taken  off"  the  British 
Consul,  as  well  as  the  fact  that  residents 
of  the  city  were  deserting  in  large  num- 
bers, show  that  the  rebels  the:*'^-  begin  to 
have  a  realizing  sense  of  what  is  in  .'?tore 
for  them. 

A    Oeueral    Conscription    Law 
Proposed  in  the  Senate. 

Washington,  Feb.  9. — Senator  Wil 
son  reported  a  bill  to-day,  from  the  Com- 
mittee on  Military  affairs,  which  is  re- 
garded as  one  of  the  most  important  pre- 
sented to  Congress  since  the  war  broke 
out. 

After  setting  forth,  in  a  preamble,the 
objects  of  the  war,  and  the  necesity  of  a 
military  force  to  attain  them,  it  enacts 
that  every  able-bodied  male  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  between  the  ages  of 
18  and  45,  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the 
martial  force  of  the  nation,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  perform  military  service  when 
called  on  hy  the  President. 

A  long  list  follows,  of  the  classes  of 
persons  exempt  from  the  requirements 
of  the  law.  It  includes,  in  addition  to 
the  ordinary  exempts,  those  who  are  the 
sole  support  of  infirm,  aged  and  helpless 
parents ;  the  only  brother  of  young  or- 
phan children ;  and  other  cases,  similar 
to  those  exempted  by  the  French  con- 
scription law. 

The  sixth  section  divides  the  national 
forces,  not  now  in  the  service,  into  two 
classes,  viz:  First,  those  between  18  and 
30  years  of  age,  and  the  remainder  above 
that  age.  Second,  those  of  the  second 
class  are  not  to  be  called  into  service  un- 
til the  first  class  is  exhausted. 

For  the  convenience  of  enrollment 
and  the  apprehension  of  deserters,  the 
United  States  is  divided  into  districts, 
answering  to  the  Congressional  Districts 
in  each  State  and  Territory,  and  the 
President  is  authorized  to  designate  the 
districts  where  the  State  may  have  neg- 
lected to  do  so. 

Provost  Marshals  are  to  be  appointed 
for  each  district,  with  the  rank  of  Cap- 
tain of  cavalry,  subject  to  the  order  of 
Provost  Marshal  General. 

A  Board  of  enrollment  for  each  dis- 
trict, consisting  of  the  Provost  Marshal 
and  two  others,  one  of  whom  is  to  be  a 
surgeon,  is  authorized  to  divide  the  dis- 
trict into  Bub  districts  of  convenient  size, 
and  to  app'-«in  enrolling  ofliccrs    for  each 


sub  division  before  March  10th,  who 
shall,  by  April,  report  all  persons  enroll- 
ed, to  be  subject- to  a  call  for  two  years, 
and  after  July  18th,  to  sei:ve  during 
thr6e  vears,  or  the  war,  and  to-be  on  the 
same  footing  with  the  volunteers,  and 
with  the  same  pay.         }  ^ 

When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  call  out 
the  national  forces,  the  President  is  to 
assign  to  each  district  the  number  requir- 
ed, who,  with  sixty"  per  cent,  additional, 
shall  thereupon  be  drafted. 

The  President  is  to  assign  drafted  men 
to  such  corps,  regiments,  &c.,  as  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  case  may  require. 

The  bill  goes  at  length  into  the  details 
touching  duties  and  penalties  connected 
with  enrollments  and  desertion. 

This  bill  has  for  a  long  time  been  the 
subject  of  consideration  and  discussion 
among  Republicans,  and  will  be  doubt- 
less put  through  by  nearly  a  strict  party 
vote.  An  amendment  will  perhaps  be 
moved,  providing  for  the  Government 
procuring  for  the  Government  procuring 
substitutes  after  the  French  fashion, 
when  drafted  men  are  willing  to  pay  for 
them.  J**  .t 

Mr.  Sumner  also  Introduced  a  bill  pro- 
viding for  the  enrollment  of  all  able  bod- 
ied blacks,  between  18  and  45,  who  have 
been  freed  by  act  of  Congress,  or  proc- 
lamation of  the  President,  by  the  Com- 
manding officer  of  the  Department  with- 
in which  they  shall  be  found.  They  are 
to  be  armed,  equipped,  and  paid  $7  per 
month;  and  privates  will  be  entitled,  on 
their  discharge,  to  10  acres  of  confiscat- 
ed land,  and  commissioned  officers  to  21 
acres. 

Second  Dispatch. 

Washington,  Feb.  9. — The  Senate 
Military  committee  has  reported  back  a 
new  substitute  for  the  conscription  bill 
submitted  by  Senator  Wilson,  It  has 
been  agreed  upon  as  a  sort  of  compro- 
mise of  all  views.  Its  passage  is  to  be 
pressed  in  its  present  form. 

The  bill  opens  with  a  preamble  recit- 
ing the  duty  of  the  Government  to  sup- 
press the  rebellion,  and  guarantee  to 
each  State  a  Republican  form  of  Gov- 
ernment. It  enacted. //r.s^,  that  all  able 
bodied  citizens  between  18  and  45  are 
to  constitute  the  national  forces,  liable 
niilltary  duty  at  the  call  of  the  President: 
Second,  exempts  the  physically,  morally 
and  mentally  unfit  for  duty;  also  those 
necessary  to  the  support  of  the  aged  and 
infirm,  parents,  orphans  or  helpless  chil- 
dren, and  unfortunates  unprovided  for 
by  public  charity,  provided  that  persons 
claiming  such  exemption  cannot  procure 
a  substitute. 

The  probabilities  are   strong   that  all 
officers,  now   prisoners,  will   soon  be  re- 
leased,  as   the  rebels    are  evidently  in- 
clined to  come  to  an  agreement.

I  suffered  terribly  from 
fear — from  morning  till  night  and  from 
niffht  till  morning  I  was  afx-uid — but 
nothing  came  to  disturb  us. 

Between  one  and  tw3  weeks  after  the 
northerners  went  down,  some  of  these 
passed  back  up  north,  and  stopped  at  our 
village.  I  was  not  taken  to  the  tent  this 
time.  Walkin?  Spirit  told  me  they  were 
coming  to  his  house  to  eat  after  a  while, 
but  that  1  need  not  be  afraid,  he  would 
not  let  any  one  hurt  me.  An  hour  or 
two  afterwards  he  came  in  and  said: — 
'•They  are  coming  now — they  will  sit 
here,  and  here,  and  here — they  v>ill  fill 
up  the  house — you  must  come  and  sit 
behind  me."  His  place  was  near  the  door 
on  the  right  hand  side.  He  kept  two 
l^v  him,  and  told  me  several   times 


little  parched  corn  for  the  children,  but 
they,  as  well  as  myself,  were  tired  and 
hungry.  Charlie  was  sick,  and  fretful. 
We  traveled  on  for  four  days,  over 
beautiful  prairies,  and  in  sight  of  beauti- 
ful lakes.  Sometimes  I  felt  cheerful 
and  sometimes  very  sad  and  desponding. 
Charlie  was  growing  weaker  every  day. 
I  feared  he  would  not  endure  Indian  life 
much  longer,  and  I  saw  no  prospect  of 
rescue.  IIow  hard  it  was  to  think  that

mind  I  felt  then.  I  riade  a  great  effort 
to  show  no  fear,  no  surprise.  I  looked 
up  at  him  once,  and  then  bent  my  face 
again  o\  er  my  sewing,  though  I  trem- 
bled so  violently  that  it  was  with  diffi- 
culty I  held  my  needle. 

After  looking  at  me  a  moment  with- 
out speaking,  he  went  away.  I  drew  a 
long  breath  then,  and  thought.  "He  is 
gone,  and  I  and  my  children  are  saved 
alive."  A  moment  after  and  the  chief 
came  running 

putting'  rnd  panting,  with  his  hair  blown 
all  ov?r  his  ilice.  I  looked  up  and  smil- 
ed, sayicig,  "You  iri^hten  me,  coming  in 
such  a  hurry."  '' You /lighten  me"  he 
replied,  as  he  sat  down  to  rest.  "I  was  a- 
fraid  you  would  be  killed  before  I  got 
here." 

The  women  came  in  presently  and  told 
us  all  about  the  angry  man.  He  did  not 
want  to  kill  mc  but  liis  iclfe^  who  had 
run  away  from  him.  He  had  come  into 
the  chief's  house  in  search  of  her.  He 
found  her  soon  afterwards,  but  did  not 
kill  her;  he  only  cut  up  her  pack  with 
his  swor<l. 

I  met  with  several  such  frights  as  this 
but  always  passed  through  unharmed, — 
When  there  were  strangers  about  I  was 
frequently  hid  in  the  tent  that  stood  by 
the  housL\  I  never  tried  tojhide  unless 
I  was  told  to  do  do  so,  and  gihen  I  re- 
mained in  my  hiding  place  until  they 
told  me  the  danger  was  past. 

Several  days  before  we  started  north, 
they  told  me  that  the  Indians  were  all 
going  north — that  Julia  and  her  broth- 
<*rs  and  the  white  prisoners  below  were 
all  going.  They  told  me  of  a  great  many 
white  si,ldicrs  that  were  down  below 
somewhere.  They  said  that  ^Iv.  Riggs 
Dr.  V»'illiamson  wo  e  nmong  them.  I  did 
not  understand  the  half  of  what  they 
told  me.  I  could  only  conjecture  and 
wish  and  wonder.     Walking    Spirit  told

that  I  need  not  be    afraid — if    any  one 

tried  to  harm  me,  he  would  shoot  him. 

So  the  children  and  I  got  in  behind  j  me  several  times,  that  if  Mr.  Rijigs  and 
him,  and  awaited  the  coming  of  the  |  Dr.  Willianii^on  sent  for  him,  he  would 
guests.  It  was  as  the  chief  said  it  would  j  take  me  and  the  children  in  a  wagon  and 
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be,  the  men  filled  the  hou.se,  some  of 
them  were  Walking  Spirit's  soldiers,  the 
rest  were  northerners.  The  women  car- 
ried food  to  the  door,  but  did  not  come 
in.  The  dinner  consisted  of  fried  bread 
and  coffee.  AValking  Spirit,  and  sever- 
al others  that  sat  near,  gave  the  chil- 
dren bread  and  let  them  drink  but  of 
their  cups  of  coffee.  There  were  sever- 
al speeches  made,  but  I  did  not  under- 
stand what  they  talked  about.  The 
northerners  went  away  first.  After  they 
were  jrone,  the  chief  turned  to  me  and 
said,  '"These  are  all  my  soldiers."  Per- 
haps he  intended  to  let  me  know  that 
the  danger  was  past.  After  talking  a 
little  while,  the  men  all  left,  and  things 
went  on  as  usual. 

One  day  when  we  were  all  out  braid- 
ing corn,  some  one  brought  a  letter  to 
the  chief  J  as  he  could  not  read  it  him- 
self, he  handed  it  to  me  to   look  at.     It 


go.  I  thought  I  could  not  do  better  than 
to  wait  patiiently  until  the  time  of  my 
deliverance  came. 

The  whole  village  was  now  preparing 
for  their  journey,  gathering  and  burying 
corn  and  potatoes,  pounding  corn  off"  the 
cob,  to  take  with  them,  and  bundling  up 
their  goods.  Some  kept  their  wagons 
partly  loaded  all  the  time.  Every  one 
was  in  a  hurry,  and  I  helped  all  I  could. 
The  chief's  wife  and  I,  with  some  assist- 
ance from  her  mother  and  the  chief  him- 
self, pounded  corn  until  we  had  filled 
five  .sacks,  for  our  provisions,  by  the  way. 
We  had  as  many  sacks  of  potatoes,  but 
no  meat  or  flour. 

The  women  seemed  to  regret  very 
much  leaving  home,  and  said  they  were 
going  to  a  bad  country.wliere  they  would 
have  no  wood  and  very  little  to  eat.  At 
last,  word  came  that  the  white  prisoners 
were  all  killed,  and  that  the  Indians  who

One  day  when  the  old  woman  and  I 
were  alone  in  the  house,  she  started  out 
saying  that  she  would  soon  be  back,  that

the  cow,  which  reasonable  request  I  very 
cheerfully  complied  with.  She  led  the 
old  horse,  which  dragged  a  load  on  poles. 
Her  mother  had  a  pack. 

The  chief  drove  the  oxen,  and  Ne-ho-

'  '  walked  most  of  the  time      I   frequently 

walked  up  the  hills,  or  when  the  road 
was  bad,  waded  through  mud  holes.  We 
traveled  alone  that  afternoon,  but  just  in 


a  bad  man  in  the  village  who  would  kill 
me.  This  is  what  I  understood  her  to 
say,  but  I  did  not  understand  her  fully. 
Very  soon  afterwards,   the^blanket  door 


f  the  house  was  thrown  up.   and   there    sight  of  the  caravan.     Atnightwecamp- 


the  fear  that  we  might  all  starve  during 
the  coming  winter.  Another  fear  w;is 
that  Little  Crow's  people,  or  some  of  the 
northerners,  would  overpower  Walking- 
Spirit,  and  take  me.  How  I  suffered 
Vrhen  I  tlionght  of  these  things.  But,  gen- 
erally I  felt  hopeful  that  some  way  would 
be  provided,  an  J  we  be  resorted  to  our 
friends,  who,  I  knew,  were  earnestly 
praying  for  our  release. 

Sometimes,  as  wp  were  traveling,  ray 
Indian  friends  would  see  what  they  sup- 
posed might  be  enemies,  and  they  would 
bid  me  lie  down  and  cover  up.  I  alwaj's 
hid  when  they  told  me  to,  without  wait- 
ing to  see  what  or  where  the  danger 
was. 

One  day  our  company  had  stopped  for 
dinner,  and  some  other  Indians  came  in- 
to camp.  Among  them  were  Sacred  Nest 
and  his  wife.  Lctta  ran  to  meet  them, 
reaching  out  her  arms,  and  screaming, 
"My  Indian  mother,  my  Indian  mother." 
Mrs.  Sacred  Nest  took  her  up,  and  kiss- 
ed her  most  affectionately,  and  gave  her 
a  piece  of  bread  wrapped  in  white  cotton. 
She  had  brought  it  from  home  on  purpose 
lor  Letta, 

The  last  night  before  we  started  back, 
we  camped  in  company  with  a  great  num- 
ber of  Indians.  They  had  a  great  many 
wagons,  horses  and  cattle,  I  counted 
about  80  yoke  of  oxen.  Mrs,  Walking- 
Spirit  said  there  were  a  great  many  bad 
Indians  there. 

Early  the  next  mcTrning.  a  man  came 
to  us  with  some  news.  The  chief's  wife 
told  me  something  about  white  soldiers, 
and  something  about  my  going,  and  then 
asked  me  if  I  was  glad — if  I  wanted  to 
go,  I  felt  bewildered,  I  did  not  know 
what  to  think.  Hardly  knowing  what  I 
said.  I  answered,  "I  don't  know."  She 
laughed  heartily,  and  said  "I  guess  she 
don't  want  togo."'  They  did  not  tell  me 
anything    more  then. 

When  we  started  that  morning,  we  did 
not  go  on  with  the  rest  of  the  company, 
but  turned  back,  not  on  the  same  road 
we  had  gone,  but  a  good  way  to  the  right. 
I  now  suppose  this  was  to  avoid  meeting 
other  Indians,  but  I  did  not  know  then. 
Where  were  we  going  ?  I  was  afraid  to 
hope  good  for  myself,  lest  I  should  be 
disappointed.  Still  I  did  hope,  and  was 
in  a  feverish  state  of  anxiety  and  su.spen.«e. 
About  noon  we  camped.  A  little  while 
after  our  folks  began  to  bustle  about 
making  room  in  the  tent,  and  placing 
down  robes  for  visitors.  They  said  some 
one  was  coming,  but  I  did  not  understand 
who  it  was.  I  thought  they  must  be  dis- 
tinguished persons  to  call  forth  such  rre- 
parations.  The  old  chief,  in  his  hurry, 
could  not  find  his  pipe,  and  sent  to  a 
neighbor's  to  borrow  one.  The  family 
were  all  seated  to  their  liking  before  the 
visitors  entered.  Oh,  how  my  heart  did 
bound  with  surprise  and  dehght,  when 
I  saw  Enos  Good-Hail  and  Lazarus  Rus- 
ty, and  in  a  moment,  Robert  Hopkins  and 
David  Renville.  They  were  looking  so 
pleased  and  happy,  I  felt  sure  they  had 
good  news  for  me. 

After  they  had  shaken  hands  with  us 
all,  and  had  seated  themselves,  Enos 
drew  two  letters  from  his  pocket ;  one  for 
me,  and  one  for  Walking-Spirit.  Mine 
was  from  Mr.  Riggs.  The  chief's  was 
from  Col.  Sibley,  written  first  in  English 
and  then  translated  into  Dakota  by  Mr. 
Rio^gs.  He  immediately  sent  for  Sacred 
Ne'st  to  come  and  read  his  letter  to  him. 
The  borrowed  pipe  had  arrived  by  this 
time,  and  while  the  letter  was  being  read 
the  pipe  was  passed  around  the  circle, 
each  one  smoking  in  his  turn.  After 
Walking-Spirit  had  heard  his  letter  read 
over  twice — once  by  Sacred  Nest,  and 
once  by  Enos,  he  handed  it  to  me,  say- 
ing that  I  could  read  the  English  of  it. 
He  said  morover,  that  they  had  sent  for 
him,  and  that  he  was  going,  and  then  he 
inquired  who  had  written  my  letter,  and 
what  it  contained 


Col.  Sibley  was  then  camped  with  his 
soldiers,  near  Lac-qui-parle,  and  sent  for 
me  by  these  friendly  Indians.  Hero 
then  was  deliverence.  I  could  not  steep 
that  night;  my  thoughts  were  so  busy. 
Next  morning,  while  the  chiefs  wife 
prepared  breakfiist,  I  mended  the  chief's 
clothes,  so  that  he  might  appear  as  re- 
spectably, as  possible.  I  finished  and 
gUfVe  her  the  thread  and  scissors.  She 
handed  the  scissors  back  tilling  me  to 
keep  them.  They  shall  always  be  a  re- 
membrance of  her,  ' 

Theh  I  bade  my  friends good-bje,  and 
went  with  the  men  who  had  been  sent 
for  me.  Sacred  Nest  generously  gave 
his  wagon  for  our  use.  Enjps  Good-Uail 
brought  two  German  girls,  and  a  half- 
bread  boy  to  go  w^itk  us.  The  boy 
cried  as  if  his  heart  would  break  to  leave 
the  woman  who  had  taken  care  of  him. 
In  a  short  time  I  succeeded  in  comfort- 
ing him.  The  girls  talked  German  al- 
most continually. 

The  first  night  we  camped  near  where 
the  old  trading  posts  at  Big  Stone  Lake 
had  been.  Lame  Bear  and  some  of  his 
people  were  camped  there.  We  were 
very  hospitably  entertained  by  them. 
Some  one  lent  us  a  tent,  Enos  Good- 
Hail  made  a  bed  for  mcand  my  children 
and  assisted  us  in  every  way  possible,  I 
was  very  tired  and  almost  sick. 

The  day  before  we  reached  Camp  Re- 
lease, we  passed  twelve  men  seated  on 
the  ground  smoking.  They  were  fine 
looking  fellows,  painted  most  savagely. 
They  looked  like  warriors  and  murderers. 
I  was  sure  Good-IIail  was  afraid  of  them, 
though  he  stopped  to  talk  and  smoke 
with  them.  When  we  wenton,  he  drove 
very  fast,  frequently  looking  back,  as  if 
he  feared  pursuit.  That  night  we  camp- 
ed in  sight  of  Lac-qui-parle.  We  left  the 
wagon,  and  camped  some  distance  from 
the  road,  at  the  foot  of  ahill.  (This  was 
Dakota  precaution  against  enemies.) 
The  children  and  I  had  all  the  bedding 
there  was,  but  the  night  was  cold  and  we 
had  no  tent,  so  that  we  suffered  some- 
what. I  lay  awake  nearly  all  night  in 
great  fear  of  the  men  we  saw  the  day  be- 
fore. 

"WTien  we  passed  the  place  the  next 
day  which  I  once  called  home,  Enos  and 
Walking-Spirit  went  with  me  to  the  grave 
of  my  husband.  We  drove  in  stakes  to 
protect  it  as  well  as  we  could.  Then  I 
walked  around  the  desolated  place  where 
our  house  had  been — went  to  the  stream 
where  Amos  used  to  catch  fish  and  to 
every  familiar  spot.  Much  was  unchang- 
ed, and  yethow  much  was  changed.  How 
much  was  gone. 

An  hour's  ride  brought  us  to  Camp 
Release.  I  was  worn  down,  faint  and 
sick,  for  the  fatigue  and  excitement  of 
the  last  three  days  had  quite  prostrated 
me.  During  the  two  weeks  which  we 
spent  in  the  camp,  Charlie  and  I  gained 
in  health  and  strength.  Then  we  pro- 
ceeded on  our  way  to  join  our  friends  be- 
low.    Sophia  Josephine  Huqgins* 


Note. — In  addition  to  the  above  facta 
showing  the  kind  treatment  which  Mrs. 
Huggins  received  during  her  captivity, 
she  tells  us  how  delicately  her  need  of  a 
shawl  was  supplied  by  an  Indian  woman 
who  came  up  behind  her,  and  placed  one 
on  her  shoulders.  Another  Dakota  wo- 
man, Amanda,  often  sent  milk  to  Letta 
and  Charlie.  She  also  went  down  to 
the  Yellow  Medicine,  to  get  flour  for  the 
white  woman  who  had  sought  their  pro- 
tection. 

"We  have  a  white  woman  with  us," 
she  said,  "and  we  keep  her  very  care- 
fully,— we  don't  allow  a  young  man  to 
speak  to  her."

To  a  man,  whose  fingers  are  in  the  fire,  a 
minute  seems  an  age ;  and  to  a  people 
passing  through  the  furnace  ordeal  of 
war,  twenty  months  seem  like  twenty 
years.  In  these  twenty  months  nearly 
a  hundred  battles  have  been  fought,  and 
yet  both  sides  complain,  because  matters 
drag  on  so  slowly. 

In  every  war  much   time  is   spent   in 
preparing  for    important   movements,  in 
watching  the  movements  of  the    enemy,, 
and  in  strategic  maneuvers  to  secure  fa- 
vorable combinations  and   desirable    po- 
sitions ;  so  that,  often,  months  pass  with- 
out a  battle.     And  the  European  nations 
from  whom  both  Federals  and  Confeder- 
ates are  descended,   never  yet  showed  a 
disposition  to  cry  "quit,"  so  long  as  they 
could  make  reasonable  show  of  resistance. 
Thus  we  read  of  "Seven   Years'    War," 
a  "Thirteen  Years'  War,"  and  a  "Thirty 
Years'  War." 

There  are  those  who  say  we  have  fought 

with  the  South  long   enough.     And    so 

we  have — too  long  indeed,  unless  we  had 

good  reasons  to  take  up   arms   at   first ; 

but,  allowing  such  good  reason,  we  have 

not  fought  long  enough,  because  we  have 

not  yet  gained  our  object.     Does  not  the 

cry,  "We   have   fought   long   enough," 

come  chiefly  from  the   lips  of  those  who 

would  have  fought  on  the  other  side,  had 

they  lived  south  of  the  Ohio?

New  York,   Feb.   16.— The    World 
says  of  the  operations  at  Vicksburg: — 
It  is  reported  that   McArthur's  division 
has  moved  up  to  Lake  Providence. 

The  Mississippi  is  now  not  far  from 
two  streams,  the  Bayou  Macon  and  Ten- 
ses which  at  high  water,  are  joined  to 
the  parent  stream.  Then  they  continue 
down  in  a  tortuous  path  until  they  reach 
Red  River. 

It  is  deemed  possible  that  with  a  little 
excavation  and  clearing  to  turn  so  much 
of  the  river  into  a  new  channel  as  to  make 
it  navigable,  leaving  Vicksburg  100  miles 
to  the  left.

A  spar  to  which  our  boat  was  fastened 
had  one  end  shot  away,  along 32  pound- 
er entered  one  the  boats   and   remained 
there,  and  one  of  our  colors  was  riddled 
with  exploded  shell.     But  no  harA   has 
resulted  to  the  steamer  or   men,  the  lat- 
ter eating  or  attending  to  their  duties  as 
calmly  and  quietly  as  though   eight  and 
ten-inch  shot  and  shell   were  not  whistl- 
ing by  less  than  ten  feet  over  their  heads. 
The  turret  and  guns  worked  admirably. 
The  smoke  occasioned  by   the  firing  was 
immediately  taken  away  by   the  blowers 
and  the  steamer  constantly  supplied  with 
fresh  air  by  the  same  means.    The  firing 
produced  no  unpleasant  sensation  in  the 
turret,  and  the  shot   striking  on  the  out- 
side would  not  be   perceived  were  it  not 
for  the  sound.     The  rebels  fought  well, 
and  their  works  were  extensive  and  strong. 
That  which  we  have  called  a  batiery  they 
call  a  Fort  McAllister,  after  Col.  McAll- 
ister,  who  commanded  it,  and  upon  whose 
plantation  it  is  located.  It  is  a  formidable 
work,  too,  more  capable  of  making  a  de- 
termined resistance  than  any  I  have  ev- 
er seen. 

This  is  the  testimony,  also,  of  all  the 
officers.  Mr.  B.  S,  Osbon,  of  New  York 
who  is  with  us,  and  has  been  engaged  in 
18  fights,  says  it  is  the  most  extensive 
work  of  the  kind  he  ever  saw. 

The  fort  was  eommenced  before  the 
war  began,  and  for  three  months  they 
have  been  working  on  it  continually,  un- 
til it  is  immensely  strong,  each  ;guii  pro- 
tected on  either  side  by  lar^e  banks  or 
casements,  twenty-five  feet  thick. 

It  has,  also,  what  they  call  rat-holes, 
for  the  men  to  run  in  when  they  see  our 
shells  coming.  This  we  eould  see  them 
do.  But  we  shall  take  it.  The  steam- 
tog  has  arrived  from  Port  Royal,  with 
more  shell,  and  we  are  going  at  it  agaid. 
The  Nashville  is  lying  ten  miles  above 
the  fort,  and  they  are  building  a  battery 
to  protect  her. 


My  drunkery  is  also  one  of  the   prin- 
cipal stations  on  the  Great  Central  Rail- 
road leading  direct  to    the    city   of  De- 
struction, through  the  populous  towns  of 
Vitiated    Appetite,    Moral  Degradation, 
Social    Corruption,    Wilful    Ignorance, 
Political    Degeneracy,    Vulgarity,    Pro- 
fanity, Obscenity  and  Crime.     This  road 
is  in  good  repair,  and  ';nder    the    imme-

A  correspondent  of  the  Providence 
Journal,  on  board  the  iron-clad  Montauk 
under  date  of  January  26,  gives  the  fol- 
lowing minute  and  interesting  details  of 
the  first  engagementofthe  Montauk  with 
Fort  McAllister : 

We  have  opened  our  ports,  and  made 
the  first  practical  application  of  16-inch 
shot  and  shell  upon  one  of  the  strong- 
holds of  secessia.  The  officers  and  men 
were  already  at  quatters,  and  in  ten  min- 
utes, a  shell  was  sent  from  our  11  inch 
gun,  which  fell  a  little  short;  another 
was  tried,  which  struck  the  battery,  and 
then  a  shell  was  scut  from  the  15-inch 
gun,  striking  apparently  on  the  top  of 
the  parapet,  and  bursting  with  a  tre- 
mendous explosion,  filling  the  air  with 
dirth  and  dust. 

Instantly  they  replied  from  the  battery 
with  a  10-inch  shot  from  their  pet  gun  a 
columbiad,  striking  fair  in  the  centre  of 
the  turret,  and  making  an  impression  a- 1 
bout  as  large  and  deep  as  a  common  sau- 
cer. We  fired  at  intervals  of  €  or  7  min- 
utes, alternately  from  the  Hand  16-inch 
guns,  for  an  hour,  when  the  length  of 
the  intervals  was  increased  to  ten  or  12 
minutes.  It  was  noticeable  that  they 
fired  from  the  battery  immediately  after 
the  discharge  of  our  own  guns,  evident- 
ly intending  to  send  *  shot  into  one  of 
our  port*.  After  firingour  guns  the  tur- 
ret was  immediately  turned  aside,  and 
the  guns  reloaded. 

They  replied  front  the  battery  briskly, 
and  with  woftdcTful  precision,  making 
splendid  shots,  remembering  that  our 
steamet  presents  but  little  surface  for  a 
mark,  and  sent  nearly  every  shot  within 
^i3  or  30  feet  of  us,  throwing  floods  of 
water  upon  the  t«rret  and  deck. 

Tkey  fired  rapidly  for  an  hour  and 
three  quarters,  when  their  firing  began

Tlie  New   Slate  of  Ariz^Qna. 

Arizona,  admitted  the  other  d'ay  as  a 
State,  wasoriginally  known  as  the  "Gads- 
den Purchase,"  is  some  30,000  square 
miles  in  extent,  and  was  purchased  from 
the  llepublic  of  Mexico  for  $10,000,000, 
under  a  treaty  negotiated  by  Mr  Gads- 
den when  U.  S.  Minister  to  31exico.  It 
lies  between  the  31st  and  3'>d  parrallels 
of  north  latitute,  is  separated  from  Texas 
by  the  Rio  Grande,  and  contiguous  to  the 
Mexican  States  of  Chihuahua  and  Sonora 
on  the  south,  frf»m  the  latter  of  which  it 
was  sliced  off.  It  is  thus  about  six  hun- 
dred miles  long  from  north  to  south,  and 
fifty  miles  in  width.  The  principal  rela- 
tions between  the  territory  and  the  Unit- 
ed Stales  are  throu-h  the  Pacific  States. 
'Ihe  pret^eiit  menacing  schemes  of  the 
French  in  Mexico  have,  as  is  suggested, 
had  the  effect  to  admit  Arizona  for  her 
better  protection  to  early  sisterhood. 

Arizona  has  a  population  of  6.000 
whites,  4,000  wild  Indians,  and  20  ne- 
groes. Kecent  discoveries  of  gold  have 
been  made  in  the  terriiory,  and  extensive 
silver  mining  operation*  were  being  car- 
ried on  when  the  war  broke  out ;  but 
these  enterprises  being  mostly  conducted 
by  northern  men,  were  all  broken  Mp  by 
the  rebels  a  year  and  a  half  ago — who 
made  an  inroad  into  it  and  took  posses- 
sion of  its  principal  forts.  It  has  now 
been-  swept  clear  of  rebels,  the  Indians 
put  under  surveillance,  the  loyal  popu- 
lation is  returning,  and  mining  is  being 
resumed.
